War Saving Certificates 
and Stamps, and War 
Saving Thrift Stamps 



Beginning in December designated 
post offices will sell War Saving Cer- 
tificates and War Saving Stamps, also 
War Saving Thrift Stamps and Cards. 

Section 4. Bach purchaser of War 
Savings Certificate Stamps shall be 
furnished without cost a United States 
War Savings Certificate to -which such 
certificate stamp shall be affixed. The 
certificate is not transferable, and 
has no value unless one or more War 
Savings Certificate Stamps is affixed 
thereto. The name and address of 
the owner shall be placed on each War 
Savings Certificate by the postmaster 
at the time it is issued. 

Section 5. War Savings Certifi- 
cate Stamps shall be sold at the prices 
and under the terms and conditions 
shown on the War Savings Certificate, 
i. e. — during December, 1917, and 
January, 1918, the price shall be $4.12 
each and shall be increased one cent 
each month thereafter during the 
calendar year 1918. 

Section 6. Thrift Stamps bearing 
no interest shall be sold for twenty- 
five cents each. The purchaser of 
Thrift Stamps shall be furnished with- 
out cost a Thrift Card to which such 
stamps shall be affixed. The card it- 
self has no value. The name and ad- 
dress of the purchaser shall be placed 
on the card "by the postmaster at the 
time of issue. Thrift Stamps shall 
not be cashed, but when sixteen Thrift 
Stamps, representing a total of $4 are 
affixed to a Thrift Card, they may, 
with a cash payment of from 12 to 23 
cents, be exchanged for a War Savings 
Certificate Stamp. 

Section 7. War Savings Certificates 
may be registered at any post office 
of the first, second or third class, un- 
less registered, the United States will 
not be liable for payment if made to 
a person other than the lawful owner. 

Section 11. War Savings Certifi- 
cates, if not registered, are payable 
at any money order post office, and on 
January first, 1923, at the Treasury 
Department in Washington, but if 
registered, they are payable only at 
the post office where registered, and 
to the person in whose name register- 
ed. They may, however, be .paid be- 
fore that date at the amount specified 
in the redemption table printed on the 
back of the certificate. Upon payment 
the certificate shall be surrendered, 
and the receipt printed thereon shall 
be dated and signed by the owner in 
the presence of the postmaster or his 
authorized representative. In case of 
death or disability a special receipt 
must be signed on a form which shall 
be prpvided for the purpose. Post- 
masters shall require ten days notice 
in writing before making payment.

Narberth has every reason to feel proud of its share in the Y. M. C. A. War Relief Campaign, 
which. closed Monday night. The large amount turned in by the local committee was made pos- 
sible by the generous subscription of Mr. Percival Roberts., Jr., but how thoroughly the entire 
community was solicited and how freely it responded is best shown by the number of individual 
contributions. It must be remembered, too, that many Narberthites found it advisable for busi- 
ness reasons to make their subscriptions in Philadelphia, and we missed a goodly amount because 
of this. 

The credit for the success of the campaign must go largely to the men who gave up their 
evenings to make a house-to-house canvass, and we do not believe there are many towns in 
which this work was done more thoroughly — more than 500 subscriptions from a population of a 
little over 3000.

MADDENING PROFESSIONS 



In view of the great increase of in- 
sanity during recent years, it is in- 
teresting to note the various classes 
of employment which are, more or 
less, productive of madness. 

A French scientist has recently 
been investigating this question, and 
his researches go to show that, apart 
from the terrible nerve strain of this 
war, the military and naval profes- 
sions are the very -worst a man can 
enter if he wishes to go sane to the 
grave. Out of every 100,000 who enter 
the Army and Navy 199 become con- 
firmed lunatics. 

The liberal professions come in as a 
good second to the Army and Navy, 
the list being headed by artists, who 
are very closely followed by lawyers, 
and somewhat more distantly by the 
clergy, doctors of medicine, men of 
letters, and civil servants. The num- 
ber of people in these professions 
who become occupants of lunatic asy- 
lums is 177 to each 100,000. 

The professional men are run very 
close by domestic servants and day- 
laborers, of whom 159 out of each 100,- 
000 are sent to the asylum. There is 
a big falling-off before we arrive at 
the next group, which is that of me- 
chanics, only 66 of whom go mad in 
each 100,000. 

And, curious to relate, and contrary 
to all general belief, the group which 
is most highly favorable to sanity is 
tnat of commercial men, which sends 
only 42 per 100,000 (or 1 in every 
2,380) of its ranks to confinement. 



SAVING THE LEAVES 

To the Editor of Our Town : 

In view of the high price of manure 
and other fertilizers it seems a pity 
that the annual crop of leaves is gen- 
erally burned up in Narberth and 
throughout the suburbs. If saved and 
comported- in packed piles a valuable 
fertilizer would result, saving much 
outlay tor commercial kinds. Profes- 
sor Menger, farm advisor in the 
Pittsburgh district, estimated that 100 
pounds of leaves, as they fell, partly 
dry, contain sixty per cent, water, 
nine per cent, nitrogen, two per cent 
phosphoric acid, four per cent, potash, 
and about two per cent, of lime. A ton 
of leaves will contain eighteen pounds 
of nitrogen, four pounds phosphorus, 
eight pounds potash and about forty 
pounds of lime: The nitrogen, at for- 
ty cents a pound, would be worth 
$7.20 and the potassium at same rate, 
$3.20, leaving out the value of the 
phosphorus, lime and organic matter, 
a ton of leaves, at prevailing prices 
would he worth $10.40. To conserve 
its fertility and prepare the leaves for 
the next spring and the garden they 
should he comported in piles ten to 
twenty feet square and four to five 
feet deep, and tightly compacted. 

For several years I have had a cir- 
cular compost pile, about seven f 
in diameter, on which all green stuff, 
grass clippings, prunings, vegetable 
tops, etc., are thrown, with a sprink- 
ling of lime from time to time. The 
fall leaves are used to mulch the rose 
and flower beds and the residue in 
spring put on the pile. The latter is 
serened by privet rose bushes and 
other plants, with flowers at the base. 
Last year we took out thirty pailfuls 
of well-rotted humus, and this year 
forty nailfuls, with over a third of 
the pile still left. It is about a foot 
in depth and cuts like cheese. Part 
is used on the grass and part on the 
flower beds. A boxful is kept in the 
cellar for use in cold frames in 
spring.

her work America made its own com- 
putation of the sun, moon, and/ stars, 
but a few years ago <in international 
agreement was entered into among 
the Great Powers that each country 
should make a certain portion of the 
computations and divide them. The 
division of the work apportioned to 
America included, with other things, 
the computation of the occultations of 
the stars by the moon, ana a portion 
of these occultations have been as- 
signed to Mrs. Brown-Davis. In ad- 
dition to this work, for the past four 
years she has been devoting a por- 
tion of her time to research work at 
the observatory. 

Mrs. Brown-Davis accomplished a 
remarkable piece of work some five 
years ago, when she made an astro- 
nomical chart of the heavens as they 
were in the year 1000. This was made 
to accompany the gift to Trinity Cal- 
lege of a translation of an old saga 
containing the history of the discov- 
ery of America by the Norsemen.

Washington, D. C, October 15, 1917. 
—Now that Uncle Sam has the young 
men of the country in training for 
military service, he finds that he 
needs 10,000 typewriter operators and 
stenographers and typewriters, both 
men and women, for the departments 
at Washington. The Civil Service 
Commission has notified all of its 
3000 boards of examiners that they 
should put forth their best efforts to 
secure these urgently needed workers. 
While examinations are now held 
weekly in 450 cities, the Commission 
states that arrangements will be made 
to have an examination held at any 
accessible place where a small class 
of applicants can be secured. The 
entrance salaries range from $1000 to 
$1200 a year. Promotion is reason- 
ably rapid to those whose services 
prove satisfactory.

CHRISTMAS MAIL FOR 

AMERICAN FORCES ABROAD 



Washington, D. C, October 3, 1917. 
To the Public: — 

The time is approaching to give 
thought to bringing Christmas cheer 
to the American soldiers and sailors 
abroad. 

Arrangements have been perfected 
whereby the Christmas mail to the 
American Expeditionary Forces in 
Europe is to be delivered by Christ- 
mas morning. Without the fullest co- 
operation on the part of the public, 
it will be impossible to accomplish 
this result. 

The three essential respects in 
which the public can aid in assuring 
a happy Christmas at the front are: 
Mail early, address intelligently, and 
pack securely. For this reason it Is 
urgently requested that all persons 
having Christmas mail for the soldiers 
and sailors and the civilian units at- 
tached to the army in Europe, observe 
closely the following directions: 

1. Mails to reach the soldiers In 
France by Christmas morning must be 
posted not later than November 15. 

2. Every package must bear con- 
spicuously the words "Christmas 
Mail," the complete address of the per- 
son for whom it Is intended, and, In 
the upper lefthand corner, the name 
and address of the sender. 

3. Every parcel must be so packed 
and wrapped as to admit easy Inspec- 
tion by the postmaster. No parcel 
will be dispatched to France which 
has not the postmaster's certificate 
that it contains no prohibited articles.

The classification of articles mail- 
able under Section 8 of the Act of 
August 24, 1912, authorizing the 
establishment of the parcel post ser- 
vice, is extended so as to include un- 
wrapped and unaddressed copies of 
magazines intended for soldiers and 
sailors of the United States Expedi- 
tionary Forces in Europe when mailed 
by others than the publishers, the 
postage thereon to be prepaid at the 
rate of one cent a copy regardless 
of weight. Magazines to be accepted 
for mailing under this order must 
have printed in the upper right hand 
corner of the front cover the follow- 
ing:

When you finish reading this maga- 
zine place a one-cent stamp on this 
notice, hand same tc any postal em- 
ploye and it will be placed In the 
hands of our soldiers or sailors at 
the front.

WAR STAMP TAX ON 

PARCEL POST MilL 



Upon every parcel or package trans- 
ported from one point in the United 
States to another by parcel post, on 
which the postage amounts to twenty- 
five cents or more there shall be paid 
a tax or one cent for each twenty-five 
cents or fractional part thereof, charge 
for such transportation to be paid by 
the consignor. No such parcel or 
package shall be transported until a 
stamp or stamps representing the act 
shall have been affixed thereto. (A.ct 
of October 3, 1917, Sec. 807, par. 11.)

SEVEN POUND LIMIT ON 

PARCELS TO FRANCE 



Parcels of Fourth Class or Domes- 
tic Parcel Post matter for and from 
the American Expeditionary Forces in 
France, on and after November 1, 
1917, will be limited to seven pounds 
in weight instead of to twenty pounds 
as heretofore. Owing to the fact 
that the French Railway Companies, 
under their agreement with the 
French Government, restrict the 
weight of parcel post packages car- 
ried by them it becomes necessary to 
provide for the reduction in the fore- 
going order, by which the weight 
limit on a single package is reduced 
from twenty to seven pounds.
